Sir James Fobnjon prevuet a petition from General Mar- 
ray, {tating a variety of hardihips to which the petitioner had 
been reduced by his command in the ifland of Minorca, where 
he had been expofed to various loifes, and mach perfidy, from 
thofe in whom he was under the neceflity uf repofing @ confi- 
dence, aod therefore praying retief.—Referred to the confi- 
deration ofa Committee. 

The Houfe then refolved itfelf into a Committee, on the 
report of the commutation bill to prevent {maggling, when 

Mr Rofe moved, thatthe report be read a fecund time. 

Mr Yolliffe faid, he had-anticipated on a former occafion his 

rounds of diffent to it. - 

‘Mr Moy/ey (member for Bath} objeéted to the propofed 
fcheme, as it more efpecially affected landlords. 

Mr Alderman Newntam faid, he was as fenfible as any man 
of the hardthips which might arife from ‘the propofed commu- 
tation of the tax.

Sie coohiineats 
were of the fame opinion. He had had a correfpondence with 
them on the {pbjeét—they condemned the fcheme—and he 
wifhed it altered, or rejected altogether, 

Mr Alderman Watfon faid, he differed entirely from the kaft 
Hon. Gentleman, and confidered the fcheme as a fubje& from 
which-the molt uleful-confequences might be expected. His 
conftitaents were in general of the faine opinion. This he 
Jooked upon as a ftrong argument in favour of the plan. They 
certainly underftood the various evolatiuns in fmuggling, as be- 
ing affected by them, and, therefore, were well qualified to 
tories of the moft effeéual mode of prevention.

it worthy of experiment. But from the information he had 
colleéted both withid and without doors, fince'it had become 
a fabje&-of public agitation, he mult acknowledge that he had 
found himfelf under the neceffity of altering his primary fenti- 
ments. He thonght the fcheme highly-defeive in point of 
proportion. A certain de{Cription of houfes and peifons were 
to be taxed, who ought to be exempted, and_for the exception 
of whom there was no provifo in the bill. Schools, for exam- 
ple, were to be taxed, where little or no tea was drunk. ‘This 
circumftance had been: fuggefted to him in the lobby, and ic 
furely merited attention. ‘The houfes of minors allo were to 
be taxed, which would perhaps be unoccupied for a contider- 
able time by their proprietors, and. in which, therefore, no tea 
would be drank. Thefe: were circumftahces of oppreflion that 
merited attention!’
